—The United States registered a 
record deficit of $4.32 billion in its 
current account balance of pay- 
ments in the first quarter of this 
year, the Commerce Department 
said today.

The current account comprises 
merchandise trade and services 
and transfers such as pension 
Payments by the U.S. govern- 
ment to Americans living abroad 
and receipts from U.S, invest- 
ments overseas.

French Schooling

The possibility that plane service between 
the United States and Britain might be 
disrupted tugmed vers large When it politely 
disappeared. leaving both countries express- 
ing satistaction. it had net proved a disturb- 


er of traffic. bui an example of what aviation

The Concorde episode had already em- 
phasized that point—one which a world used 
to international flight had virtusily forgot- 
ten. But the Concorde affair had some ex- 
ceptional features——it was a nex plane bring- 
ing new noises into a community that had 
enough of the older ones and which could 
have a political impact om the agencies which 
controlled air traffic. Moreover. these agen- 
cies were both regional and national and 
their respective authorities had to be thrash- 
ed out in court. The Concorde could still 
produce a crisis in transoceanie flight—ious 
that remains to be seen. 

The Anslo-Amerizan dispute came down 
to fundamentals in air traffic competition 
and collaboration. and the amazing thing is 
not that the tension went right down to the 
wire on the proposed new agreement. but 
that the old one—more than 30 Fears old 
—had lasted as long as it did. 

For while internationa: transit of the 
@eceans was once confined to ships. which 
could come no closer to land than 2 pier or 
alip. and which often discharged freight and 


passengers some distance from shore, the 
plane has to fly within international borders 
on land. aver alien homes, and work ont ar- 
rangements for landings. repairs, refueling 
and the like within alien territory To work 
out such arrangements in competition with 
the loca] services. especiaily when. as in the 
case of Britain and the United States, the 
former's services were largely nationalized. 
the latter's privately owned. 15 far from easy. 
There has been some speculation in the 
States that the flight problems with Britain 
were exacerbated by the Concorde: this 15 
not impossible, but it is equally true that

The Wrong Debate on Intelligence 


A battle is raging in Washington, fierce 
as only conflicts over budgets. turf and 
power on the banks of the Potomac can be. 
This particular fight involves control of the 
intelligence apparatus of the United States. 

Is it to be consolidated under a super- 
director of Central Intelligence as the direc- 
tor af the Central Intelligence Agency, 
Stansfield Turner, is proposing? Or should 
eontrol continue to be dispersed. with the 
National Security Agency and the National 
Reconnaissance Office remaining under the 
Department of Defense, as the defense sec- 
Tetary. Harold Brown, is arguing? 

The joining of this issue constitutes the 
first major debate concerning the intel- 
Ugence agencies since the Senate established 
its select committee last year. Unfortunate- 
ly. the questions first posed are not the 
right ones. The select committee was created 
because after the discovery of widespread 
and horrifying abuses of power—and of the 
Yights of American citizens—in the conduct 
of both foreign and domestic intelligence 
operations, a temporary committee of in- 
quiry under the chairmanship of Sen. Frank 
Church concluded in 1976 that a legislative 
program to bring intelligence operations 
tirmly within the rule of law was urgently 
required. 

But, somehow, that urgency seems to nave 
gone the way of an alcoholic’s New Year's 
resolve. Though the Senate did manage to 
establish a Permanent Intelligence Over- 
sight Committee with real power, the test 


of the will of Congress remains legislation 
that would define areas of appropriate intel- 
ligence activity. limits of authority and curbs 
on lawlessness. 

But the legislation emerging from the 
committee deals instead with structural re- 
organization. As experienced observers of 
Washington could have predicted, the bu- 
reaucracies rose immediately to contend over 
power and money, the stuff of life in the 
capital, That battle—obsessive and debilitat- 
ing—will certainly delay, perhaps even un- 
dermine, the effort to achieve legislative 
controls over intelligence activities. 

But it 1s not too late to unhitch the horse 
and put it before the cart. In its first annual 
Teport, the Senate Intelligence Committee 
promised to produce charters for the intel- 
ligence agencies; it should immediately turn 
to that task: The Church committee left the 
blueprint for a charter that would limit the 
CIA to foreign operations, severely restrict 
and control covert activities, require written 
approval for operations in order to leave 2 
paper trail to responsible officials, shut down 
the political intelligence work of the FBI and 
carefully circumscribe its preventive intel- 
ligence activities. 

No doubt, questions of structure and of the 
quality of America's intelligence apparatus 
require attention—as soon 8.5 the intelligence 
activities of the nation have been legislated 
Into conformity with the Constitution and 
laws of the United States.

The Last of the Giants

Pravda and Izvestia here every 
day, but the Paris Herald Tribung 
and other papers of the capitalist 
West. Officially, it is militantiy 
atheistic, but it is full of bell- 
ringing churches. It has at least 
its share of political prisoners, 
but its planes fly nonstop every 
day to all the other capitals East 
and West, and its citizens are 
more free to leave and return 
than in any other capital of the 
Communist world. 

Accordingly, it, 15 prudent to 
check your assumptions and prej- 
udices at the airport when you 
come to Yugoslavia. This coumtry 
jis sort of a half-way house be- 
tween the political East and West. 
—defiantly independent, part 
Communist and part capitalist. 
The popular description is that it 
fs a country with 7 frontiers, 6 
republics, 5 nationalities. 4 lan- 
guages, 3 religions, and 2 alpha- 
bets—all held together by one 
boss, Marshal Tito, now in his 
86th year, who is around here 
somewhere, but nobody knows 
quite where. 

There is a theory that Tito is 
not immortal but little evidence 
to prove it. He is the last of the 
Political giants of this century 
and has spent 2 good deal of 
time in recent years going to the 
funerals of former di 
enemies who hoped to bury him. 

It is interesting that, after all 
these years, we know very little 
about the parents, friends, women. 
wives, teachers, comrades or chil- 
dren who influenced his life.and 
career. All we know {s that some- 
how he survived, and is still one 
of the last of the phantoms of 
world politics. 


Long Career 


His record is well known but 

still unbelievable. He was con- 
scripted into the Austrian Army 
in his early 20s during the First 
World War, deserted and par- 
ticlpated im the Russian Revolu- 
tion 60 years ago. He led the 
Partisan guerrilles against the 
Nazis in-the Second World War. 
broke with Stalin in 1948. and 
has run this country for over 30 
years. 
He is an even-handed sort: He 
takes from everybody and is 
beholden to nobody, and outlives 
them all Like Meo Tse-tung, his 
only competitor for the 20th cen- 
tury political endurance medal, 
he moves here in mysterious ways 
from his mensions in Belgrade to 
his retreat on the island of Brioni 
in the Adriatic, and lke Mao in 
his latter days, nobody around 
here quite knows whether his 
power is stilt based on myth or 
reality.

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Official Urges Action 
On U.S. Trade Deficit 


By Hobart Rowen 


WASHINGTON, June 2: CWP: 
—A Commerce Department off:- 
cial yesterday said that “the U.S. 
trade deficlt problem could get 
out of hand if not effectively 
addressed,” and called for a con- 
certed drive to boost American 
exports. 

In a speech in Chicago, Frank 
Weil, assistant secretary of com- 
merce for domestic and interna- 
tional business, took direct issue 
with recent assurances by the 
‘Treasury that the growing trade 
deficit was no cause for concern. 

Treasury Secretary Michael 
Blumenthal estimated two weeks 
ago that the trade deficit might 
Ton as high as $95 billion, and 
that the current account—which 
inchides mcome on investments 
and from services—would be in 
deficit by $10 billion to $12 bil- 
lion this year. 

The trade deficit was $9.2 bil- 
lion last year, For the first 
quarter of this year, it was $6.9 
billion, an amma) rate of S28 
billion. 

Stark Numbers 

In a speech last month in New 
York, Assistant Treasury Secre- 
tary Fred Bergsten admitted that 
“these are stark numbers. . . 
¢causing! doubts about the corn 
petitive strength of the United 
States in the world economy. 
In my view. such doubts are 
largely unwarranted.” 

Mr. Weil agreed that “we 
must not be alarmist and over- 
react to the deficit,” but he add- 
ed, “Nor ean we afford to under- 
react.” 

According to Mr, Blumenthal, 
the trade deficit ts caused by 
heavy oil payments, which will 
run $41 billion this year, mean- 
ing that, except for oil, the 
United States is rumning » large 
trade surplus. ‘The shift to a 
current account deficit from a 


surplus in recent years. Treasury 
officials say, is “a contribution 
to the stability of the inter- 
national monetary system.” 

But Mr. Weil pointed out that 
the non-oil surplus had dropped 
by $8 billion between this year 
and last. with the decline con- 
centrated in manufactured goods. 

Floating Dollar 

“This is a rea] problem.” the 
Official said. “I believe the trade 
deficit problem could get out of 
hand if not effectively address- 
ed. Some have suggested that 
the appropriate action is simply 
to let the floating dollar handle 
matters. I do not agree. Neither 
does the Bank for International 
Settlements.” 

‘Treasury officials have not sug- 
gested a “floating dollar." in the 
sense of @ general depreciation, 
as 8, solution to trade deficits. 
But they have pressed other 
countries in surplus, notably 
Japan, to allow their currencies 
to appreciate. A higher-valued 
yen would mean a lower dollar 
rate against the yen, but not 
against other major currencies. 

Mr. Weil noted that the US. 
share of manufactured goods in 
world trade peaked at 21.2 per 
cent in 1975 and dropped to 20.3 
per cent in 1976. The difference, 
he said, represents $4 billion in 
potential exports of manufactur- 
ed goods. 

He suggested that the nation 
needs “a plan of action" to 
stimulate export activity, because 
“floating exchange rates alone... - 
cannot be counted upon to: re~ 
Solve our trade problems.” 

His suggestions included trade 
promotion. efforts to conclude ἃ 
new round of trade negotiations 
and resistance to dropping the 
special export tax incentive given 
through the Domestic Interna- 
tional Sales Corp.

Like meny couples long separated by the war, the two of them, 
Mrs. Eisenhower particularly, seem to have had periods of depression 
aud irritation when mutual understanding through hurried letters 
was difficult, They that times had changed them.
